It it more than 20 years since the 
deadly South American snake known 
as bushmaster, of which a specimen 
has just reached the Zoological gar¬ 
dens at London, was last exhibited bv 
the society. 

, Fo . r obvious reasons it is difficult to 
; obtain exact measurements of a live 
j serpent, but the newcomer appears 
to be about nine feet long. It is evi¬ 
dently partial to moisture, for it has 
taken possession of a stoneware pan 
filled with damp moss, which had been 
placed in the cage for its benefit The 
ground-color of its skin is yellowish, 
and its markings are in the form of 
dark triangular patches. 

The scheme of coloration is bold 
and renders the creature very con¬ 
spicuous. This combination of black 
and yellow is usually present in poi¬ 
sonous reptiles and may thus be taken 
as a signal of danger. Not only does 
its large size render the surucucu—to 
give it its Brazilian name—a most dan¬ 
gerous reptile; its poison fangs are 
enormous and its bite is quickly fatal. 
Fortunately, for its neighbors this 
deadly monster is nowhere common. 


Where De Quincey Went to Church, 

St. PeteV's church, Manchester, Eng¬ 
land, which is shortly to be pulled 
down, Is the church which De Quincey 
attended as a lad and to which there 
are some entertaining references in 
The Confessions of an Opium.

(lasting only through 16 minutes 
each) for me became a perfect palaes¬ 
tra of intellectual gymnastics, far bet¬ 
ter suited to my childish weakness 
than could have been the sermons of 
Isaac Barrow or Jeremy Taylor.” De 
Quincey gives his impressions of the 
opening of the church, which took 
place when he was in his tenth year. 
That is now 111 years ago, 


First Use of Ice Cream, 

Though the ancient Greeks and Ro¬ 
mans used ico for table purposes to 
get through the hot months of sum¬ 
mer, they knew nothing of "ices.” 
These were introduced into France 
from Italy about 1660 and were known 
at first as “frontages glaces,” iced 
cheeses, although they were made of 
strawberries find apricots, and Con¬ 
tained not a drop of cream. From 
1762 thq use of "glaces* ’in the plural 
was sanctioned by the French acad¬ 
emy, but not before 1825 did “une 
glace” force its way into recognized 
acceptance. “Ices” are referred to 
from time to time in the eighteenth 
century in English people's letters 
from abroad. "Iced creams,” hoW- 
evor were known as early as 1689, and 
by the middle of the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury “ice cream” figured In cookery 
books.

In it 
we see a pair of massive wheels sup¬ 
ported on great timbers. Each wheel 
is exactly under and rests • against 
one of the great “drivers,” and When 
the drivers move the wheels in the 
pit move, too, and in this way the en¬ 
gine can move its wheels and yet 
stand perfectly still. To give perfect 
security, the first wheels of the en¬ 
gine are blocked up. 

By this device it is possible to have 
an engine “run” at full speed while 
we sit. beside the track and see just 
how it works. On the road the engine 
files along so quickly that it is im 
possible to see anything, still less 
learn anything. Think what an im 
mense advantage we have in this 
school of the locomotive! Here in 
this quiet, comfortable room we can 
walk all about the great machine, 
learn the name and use of every part, 
and actually see how it works. 

The assistant teacher in this 
school of the locomotive climbs into 
the cab with several students while a 
part of the class are studying the ac¬ 
tion of the pistons in the steam 
cylinders. Others can study steam- 
making, the work of the running-gear, 
or the Wheels. One boy can study 
■oiling, while another is studying the 
use of the air-brake. Again, a boy 
may flag the train to see if the 
boy at the lever knows the rules of 
the road. A dozen boys can thus 
study an engine turning its wheels at 
40 miles an hour in perfect ease and 
safety, while 50 more can-learn muck 
of the lesson by looking on and lis¬ 
tening to the explanations of the 
teacher. _ 1 ■ 

A locomotive is a grand, Scientific 
tool used in a certain way for a ber- 
tain end. An engineer uses this 
splendid tool in a scientific way/’and 
he must be himself a man of sci¬ 
ence. It is not enough to know how 
to “stop her,” or “start her,” or run 
‘on time,” according to the rules of 
the road. He must, know his engine- 
know every part; how it is- made 
and used. He should be able to make 
complete working drawings of the 
whole machine, from the headlight to 
the draw-bar. _ He must know how 
the steam behaves inside that Cylinder 
and must he able to take the cylin- 
dei apart and put it together again. 

He must knew how every part is 
made and be able Instantly to decide 
when the engine works badly; and 
why, and be able, as far as possible, 
to euro its little ills and disorders. 

He must know it all; must be fireman! 
machinist, railroad man, engineer and 
man-of science. He must hare strong,' 
calm nerves, and must never get' con¬ 
fused, or "lose his 'head,” or make 
mistakes. A hundred lives may 5 de- 
md on his knowledge and skill.

Philadelphia see 
that this is tho way to teach."- So 
they made this splendid engine a gift 
to liin university, that iu its cab 
young men and boys can have a bet- 
iei chance to learn to be engineers 
than did their fathers, Who picked up 
their education ou the road.
